The Late Naval Disaster. 


Two war ships have arrived at Malta with 
294 officers and men, survivors of the dis- 
aster which befell the ‘* Victoria.” 

Rear-Admiral Markham also sends a re- 

rt in which he states the loss of life to 
ave been 22 officers and 336 men. He 
gives a detailed account of all the particulars 
leading up to the accident, According fo a 
sub-otticer, who was on the ‘* Victoria,” tho 
fleet was mav@uvring when Vice-Admiral 
‘Tryon signalled to the first division to turn 
sixteen points to starboard. The object uf 
this manguvre was to bring the ships in 
position for anchoring. Vice-Admiral Tryon 
either forgot or mistook the distance be- 
tween the two columns, which were six 
cable lengths (3600 feet) apart. The lead- 
ing ships having turned towards each other 
in a circle, the diameter of which was three 
cable lengths, a collision was inevitable. 
The ‘Camperdown ” struck the ‘‘ Victoria” 
on the starborrd side, midway between hor 
catheads and the turret. When Rear- 
Admiral Markham saw that his ship was 
bound to strike the ‘* Victoria,” he signal- 
led for the ‘‘ Camperdown’s” engines to be 
reversed. It was too too late, however, to 
check the ** Camperdown’s” headway much, 
aud she struck the ‘ Victoria” a fearful 
blow. Not only did the ram of the '* Camp- 
erdown” penetrate the flagship, but her 
forecastle was shoved ten feet under the 
forecastle of the ‘ Victoria.” 

All the London newspapers publish long 
editorials on the subject of the Victoria dis- 
aster, and all of them warn the public to 
suspend judgment on the matter until the 
result of the court martial to be held in the 
case shall have been made known, The 
newspapers admit that Vice-Admiral Tryon 
blunilered in giving the order he did for the 
manavre that led to the accident, and 
state that he further blundered when he 
signalled to the other vessels of the squad- 
ron not to lower their boats, which they 
were on the point of doing, for the purpose 
of going to the rescue of those on the Vic- 
toriu. Some of the writera attribute the 
yice-admiral’s error to the fact that he was 
jnst recovering from an attack of sickness 
The relatives of the survivors are potting 
letters, in which the history of the disaster, 
as told in these despatches, is repeated with 
little deviation. Some of the survivors hint 
that Vice-Admiral Tryon realized his blun- 
der when too late, and did not afterwards 
care to live.

An Improved Road Gate. 


This is a gate which may be conveniently 
opened and closed from either side by por- 
sons on horseback or in vehicles, without 
alighting. The improvement has been 
atented. Tho gate is pivotally connected 
y alink with a weighted lever fulorumed 
on a pivot turning ina plate on the ground, 
uta little distance from the hinge post. 
Phe lover is also pivotally connected by an 
arm with two diverging chains or ropes 
connected with the ends of beams extend- 
ing in opposite directions in line with the 
roadway, these beams being falcrumed 
near the upper ends of posts at the side ot 
the road on each sido of the gate. From 
the outer onds of tho beams hang ropes, to 
be drawn upon by the traveler on horse- 
back, in a vehicle, or afoot, to open the 
gate, an upward pull on the arm connected 
with the diverging chains giving an out- 
ward swinging motion to the weighted 
lever, and the Fetter, as it passes the cen- 
tral vertical position, swinging the gate 
fully open, so that it rests against one of 
the posts at the side of the road. The arm 
connecting the weighted lever with the 
pull chains is also connected by links 
with the inner end of a ‘latch bolt 
whose outer end is adapted to engage or 
disengage a keeper cn- the latch post, o 
spring on the gate assisting to throw the 
bolt as the gate is closed, The connection 
is such that the latch bolt is drawn at the 
commencement of tho movement of the 
weighted lever, permitting the gate to 
swing froely open, and, after the traveller 
has passed through the open gate, a pull on 
the second rope causes an averse movement 
of the weighted lever toshut the gate, at 
ths same time moving the bolt outward to 
engage the keeper onthe latch post. The

a sot screw, and in operation either rope is 
pulled only sufficiently, in opening or clos- 
ing the gate, to swing the lever past its 
vertical position, the weight of the lever 
then causing the completion of the inward 
and outward movement of the gate. 


Spraying Fruit Trees. 


Spraying fruit trees and other plants to 
prevent the ravages of fungous diseases and 
depradations of insects is still a novel thing 
to many, as shown by the numerous queries 
received by the experiment station concern- 
ing ingredients nsed and the necessary ap: 
pliances with which to do the work, 

For apple scab, various leaf diseases of 
fruit trees and grape rot the following are 
used : 

Bordeaux mixture : Cop 
ponndas quick lime, 4 pound 
ons. Dissol 


or sulphate, 4 
8; water 50 gal- 
ve the copper sulphate and lime 
separately and mix when cso]. 

Copper carbonate solution is made by 
diasolving six ounces of copper carbonate in 
three points of ammonia, and diluting to 50 
gallons, with water, 

The Bordeaux mixture is to be aw plied to 
fruit trees four times, twice tec and 
twice after blooming, and four ounces of 
Paris green are added the taird and fourth 
times to kill insects, Potatoes should be 
sprayed with the same mixture five or six 
times, Grape vines are treated the same 
except that six applications are given and 
copper carbonate are substituted for the 
Bordeaux mixture for the fifth and sixth, 
and no Paris green is used, These mixtures 
Properly used save the fruit from rot, scab, 
curculio, apple worms and various other 
diseases and insects, 


To apply these mixtures a 

Beak: is needed, and in it should be com- 
bined the following essentials: It should 
bo made of brass, or some material which 
the chomicals-will not corrode, and if to 
be used for spraying trees, should have 
force enough to throw two or threo strong 
Sprays. The pump may be mounted on a 
tenk or barrel, whioh may be placed on a 
sled, cart or wagon. To keop the fluid 
Agitated, £0 as to prevent the settling of 
tho ingredients, a stream may be returned 
from the pump to the tank, or better still 
4n agitator may bo affixed to the pump. 
For convenience in #prayin, large trees 
about 25 feet of good rubber lose are need- 
ed, and to this is attached a galvanized 
iron pipe of one-fourth inch in dinmeter 
and ten feet in length. To the outer end 
of the pipe the nozzle iv attached. The 
nozzle should throw « tine spray, or mint, 
and should not clog easily. If the pump 
has sutlicient forces two or more attach- 
monts can be nade, and several men kept 
busy at ‘le same time. For vines and 
ahvuos « knapsack or hand sprayer will do 
yay good work, but one of larger capacity

Summer Cultivation. 


Under average conditions ono of tho beat 
plans of managemont with a young archard 
is to give thorough cultivation during the 
early part of the growing season, and then 
carefully mulching the troes before hot, dry 
weathor setuin, Tho mulch willaidimateri 
ally to retain moisture in the soil, and the 
troos will suffor less from tho hot, dry 
weathor than by any other plan, Butit is 
not always possible to follow thia plan, nei 
thor can it be always anid to be the best 
One item in socuring a growth ia to keep 
down the weods as complotely ax pousiblo. 
If allowed to grow the weeds will take up 
plant food and moisture from the soil that 
the treos need, and if the weeds continue to 
grow, it will be almost positively necossary 
to continue the cultivation at least to an ox 
tent to keep down the weeds. Whon oulti- 
vation is given, however, it will be an item 
to only stir the surface. Itis not necessary 
to stir the soil deep in order to destroy the 
weeds, while deep cultivation helps matert- 
On the othor hand 


n be made 
highly beneficial ina dry season, As with 
rything else it pays to be thorough, kill: 
ont the weeds and working the soil into 
afine tilth. But the cultivation should not 
be kept up too long, as the growth will be 
kept up toolong, ‘The new growth of wood 
must have time to mature and harden well 
before cold, freezing weather scts in. The 
growth of the trees, the condition of the 
soil and the season must be determined in 
considering whether it is beat to mulch the 
trees or to cultivate, If mulch is to be ap- 
plied it should be done before hot, dry 
weather scts in, applying after the soil 
about the trees has been put into a fine 
tilth,

If an orchard is to be set out this fall it 
will be a help if the soil is well manured 
and thoroughly worked during the sum- 
mer. . 


With cucumbers the safest plan is ta go 
over the vines regularly every day and 
take off all that are of size to put to pickle 
or to use, 


Currants and gooseberries should be 

runed regularly every year. By not al- 
lowing to grow too close the risk of mildow 
may be lessened, 


When it is considered that with good 
treatment an apple or pear orchard will 
last alife-time, the importance of making 
a good selection js apparent. 


Usually after hot, dry weather sets in 
the soil should be disturbed as little as pos- 
sible around the fruit trees and plants, but 
always leave in agood tilth, 

Unless the trees are carefully protected 
it will be necessary to go over them regu- 
larly uow and examine them for the borer. 
If there are any indications, examine with 
a wire and destroy if possible. 


One must know something of the differ- 
ent varieties of fruits in order to make a 
good selection of fruits, as it will not al- 
ways do to depend upon the highly-colored 
descriptions in the cata’ogues. 


The objection to setting young trees in 
an old orchard is that it is so often the 
case that the soil is more or less exhausted 
of tho elements of plant growth needed 
that good results are not secured. 


That green stuff from the garden or 
orchard that cannot be fed to the pigs to 
peod advantage should be gathered up and 
burned. Piling up affords a hiding place 
for different kinds of vermin, 


The surplus fruit that cannot be eaten 
shonld either be marketed, when it can be 
‘done toan advantage, canned, preserved, 
jellied or evaporated, and if this doea not 
ma Ho all, let the poultry or pigs have what 
is left. 


While in many cases it is positive benofit 
to have clover or grasa growing in the ors 
chard it is un exceptional case when it can 
be considered desirable to allow the weeds 
to grow, Mither mow down or kill out in 
some way. 

_ When soil is not as rich as it should be, 
itis often a good plan after a suflicient 
growth has been made to permit of recciy- 
ing clover to sew clover, and after o good 
growth has keen made mow down and let 
it lay on the ground, It willadd consider- 
ably to the fertility, 

After the trees have made a good start to 
grow, a considerable saving in pruning in 
the future may be avoided by giving to 
every tree during the next month and while 
the wood is soft rubbing off with the thumb 
and finger any extra or unnecessary growth 
that may have started up. Thorough work 
in this way will often avoid the necessity 
of removing larger limbs lator on.

The old-fashioned strawberry preserve is 
by many preferred to all other confections 
of this fruit, It is unquestionably the eas. 
iest to make, and there is no diffieuity in 


keeping it, provided it is properly packed. 
The very best way ia to put it, while hot, 
into ordinary fruit jars, in the same way as 
canned fruits ure put up. Let the cans, 
covers and rubbers be very hot, put the fruit 
in while bubbling, and screw the tops down, 
Keep in a cool, dark place, it will remain 
for use as good as when prepared, IExpos- 
ure to the light may cause it to candy, 
Just why this takes place is a disputed 
question with many persons, Ty some itis 
claimed that it is caused by light ; others by 
some warmth or peculiarity of the season, 
and others again insist that as the year 
rolls round there is something in the season 
which causes fermentation, Be this as it 
may, there aro instances in which froit has 
been kept for use as good as when first pre- 
served, 
* The ordinary process of canning straw- 
berries is open to the objection that the fruit 
loses its form and color, Berries dropped 
in a syrup of granulated sugar, kept at the 
boiling point until the fruit is cooked 
through, may be put into cans filled up with 
a suflicient amount of syrup to cover them 
and closed instantly. If prepared in this 
way they keep very well, but cannot always 
be depended upon, 

If one chooses to put up berries for the 


flavor rather than the looks, the regular 
processes of canning work very well. The 
fruit should bo thoroughly cooked, There 
is no rule other than the taste, The fruit 
should seem to be done—should taste done 
—before putting into the cans. Hverything 
connected with the process must be kept 
very hot, The cans should ba put into a 
kettle of scalding water which stands con- 
veriently by on the stove, From this they 
are lifted, one by one, as reauired. into a 
pan, in which is a little water to prevent 
burning and @ saucer or plate which kecps 
the can from direct contact with the heat of 
the stove, which would strike through the 
pan and crack the glass, The covers must 
ne ina smaller dish, filled also with hot 
water. A fork or small ladle ia necessary 
with which to litt them when required, 
Thus equipped the operator is ready for 
work, The utmost dexterity in handling 
and an absolute disregard for scalded 
fingers are among the necessary require- 
ments, Assoon as the cans are filled and 
closed they should be wiped off with u 
cloth rung out of hot water and placed on a 
table in the kitchen to cool, Itis not well 
to remove them 40 a very cold place until 
the temperature of the fruit is somewhat 
lowered, for the sudden change might 
crack the jars. 

A good deal has been said of late about 
proserving fruit in the kun, The process 
isa slow one, and while it is sometimes 
successful, tho weather must be very bright 
and sunny or the fruit is likely to sour bo- 
fore it is finished, 

There aro objections to this way of put- 
ting up berries, umong tho foremost of 
which iy the possibility of dust or small 
insects getting into the fruit. It is diffi. 
enlt, if not impossible to cover them #0

There aré men who make a regular busi- 
ness of catching animals, rearing and train- 
ing them and disposing of them to whoever 
will buy. These men send out special mes- 
sengers to the hantiag grounds in Africa and 
elsewhere. They take with them a lot of 
amall coin to distribute ameng the natives. 
In Nubia a very little money will go a long 
way. On the arrival of the messenger the 
Kauri negroes form themselves into com- 
panies, go out to the neighboring deserts and 
there disperse in search of the young lions. 
In order to find the den in which they are 
succored and nourished the Kauri aim is to 
find the spoor or trail of the mother lioness. 
As she goes in and out of her lair she gradu- 
ally makes a beaten track which is not 
difficult to detect. It is not often that more 
than one hunter, happens upon the same 
spoor, however, a3 they are comparatively 
few and far between. 

Having made his discovery, the hunter 
creeps slowly and cautiously along the 
bushes. he carries a bundle of asseguis or 
javelins under his arm. At last he reaches 
the neighborhood of the lair, The lioness 
scents his approaok and starts up with an 
awful growl. But she is too late. Before 
she can spring even before she has caught 
full sight of the intruder, the assegais, 
whirled with unerring aim have penetrated 
her body. She falls to the ground, gasping, 
dead, The little lion whelps are too weak and 
small to offer any defence ; the cruel-looking 
fangs, the terrible claws are only just be- 
ginning to bud, They ave gathered up by 
the hunter, who takes thom back to his 
zareba. There they are brought upon the 
milk of goats, who snckle them three times 
aday. The little ones grow very fond of their 
foster mothers, and jump and play around 
them quite as if it were a family party. 

Young tigers are obtained in the same 
way as lions, But leopards and hyenas are 
frequently caught full grown, They endure 
captivity a great deal better than other 
members of the cat family and, being less 


fire. Thesnakes dart out in all directions 
and are caught by the natives in large hand 
nets, inshape not unlike the nets with which 
Canadian children catch butterflies. They 
are then cast into sacks and carried to 
Calcutta on the shoulders of the natives. At 
Calcutta they are packed in big boxes, from 
two or three to fifteen ina box, according 


and shipped off to Europe. ‘They need 
neither food nor drink onthe journey, 
but must be very carefully shielded from 
cold, which is sure death to them.

PILGRIMS OVERWHELMED. 


Five Hundred Devotees Perish ina Sand 
Storm on the Road to Jerusalem, 

A St. Petersburg special says :—The 
Nedelia newspaper publishes’ a letter from 
Jerusalem, which gives an account of a ter- 
rible calamity that befell a party of 1,000 
Russian pilgrims which left Russia for 
Nazareth on Marh 16th. While about 150 
miles from Jerusalem the party was over- 
taken by a terrific sand storm which lasted 
seven hours. Succeeding this came a dead 
calm, with such intense heat that men fell 
like flies, Tho water supply was soon ex- 
hausted, and many of the pilgrims became 
insane and committed suicide. Especial- 
lly. was this the case among the women, 
of whom there were many in tho 
Their sufferings were somethin 
terrible. ‘The party eventually reached 
the town of Ramallus, but nearly a 
third of those who started out so joyously 
on the pilgrimage remained on the road 
dead or Aine After reaching Ramallus 
those of the pilgrims who were not in com- 
plete health were advised to remain there 
until they should become so, but they ob- 
stinately refused to comply with this ud- 
vice. Accordingly the whole caravan 
started off again to Jerusalem, ‘The heat 
became worse, and worse, and many again 
succumbed to it, Still they pushed on, and 
when they finally reached the first object 
ive point of their devotion, Jerusalem, 
nearly one-half of the 1,000 wore lying on

from Chicago to Detroit, and for which we 
have had to alter all our terminal facilities 
in Chicago, we declined to enter into any 
fight with the Canadian Pacific or the 
Michigan Central, The matter was not 
however, given up. A lease of tho Great 
Western may be the result of our consulta- ~ 
tion and a new through line be ndded to 
those already in existence,” 

It is believed here now that the original 
plan, which came from Canadian interes 
was to parallel thesCanadian Pacific, but 
that the New York capitalists entered into 
only so much of the scheme as was to the 
advantage of their existing road#.

Demonstration of Sound Waves- 


Prof. V. Dvorak, of Agram, Nature says, 
‘uses a very simple apparatus for demon- 
strating the oscillation of the air in sound 
phenomena, In an ordinary resonating 
aphere the short neck is replaced by a 
small metal plate with a conical hole open- 
ing inward, its shortest diameter being 
about 2mm. When the resonator sounds, 
the passage of air through the hole is strong 
enough to extinguish a lighted mateh, If 
asmall paper wheel resembling a water 
wheel ig placed a little below the opening, 
and the resonator stands about 3 cm, in 
front of a wall, the blowing of a horn, or 
the singing of the proper note, is capable of 
setting the wheel in rapid rotation, A very 
serviceable lecture apparatus for measuring 
tho intensity of sound is illustrated in the 
Zeitschrift fur Physikalischen Unterricht. 
A narrow glass tube bent ata very obtuse 
angle is half filled with alcohol. Ono end 
of the tube has 4 conical opening, and this 
is placed ata distance of 0.5 om, from the 
opening of the resonator describod, ‘The 
wholo is mounted on a board capable of ad- 
justment to any angle, The puffs emitted 
from the resonator when responding toa 
sound affect the level of the alcohol, and 
the displacements are read off on a scale at- 
tached to the tube, projected, if necessary, 
on tonscreen, Another affect of sound 
ensily observed is that of sepulsion, A 
light resonator of the ord construction 
is floated on water, its axis being kept hori- 
zontal by means of an attached pieco ot 
wire. On blowing the horn, the sphere 
will float in the direction opposite to that 
which the neck ix pointed, ‘To produce 
continuous rotation, four resonators are ate 
tached to a light cross of wood turning on 
a needle point, or one resonator with four 
bent necks is suspended by athread, If 
this acoustical reaction whoel is plac 
one corner of the lecture theater, it ean be 
sot rotating from the opposite corner bya 
strong tuning fork, or even by singing 
through a conical tube.”

In tho ordinary course of events the young 
people who were united Thursday will ac- 
cede to what must be considered the loftiest 
station on earth, the throne of the British 


empire. he evolution of constitutional 
overnment in England has left the office of 

ing greatly denuded of its powers, but as 
the visible repository of the traditions of 
authority it is still an important element of 
government. Nothing human is so sacred 
or so stable that the hand of change may 
not be laid on it, but apart from circum- 
stances that cannot now be descried the 
English monarchy is as firmly planted in the 
needs of government as in the affections of 
the people. 

To the fostering of this latter sentiment 
the character of Queen Victoria has con- 
tributed greatly. Future historians review- 
ing the reign of her majesty will probably 
find that the cardinal feature of the period 
from a constitutional point of view was a 
woman's solution of what an ideal constitu- 
tional monarch should be. In her hands the 
office lost none of its prestige, character or 
dignity, while at the same time the prin- 
ciple of the real government of the people 
has grown and strengthened until the pros- 
pect for setting it aside or curtailing it 
would be entertained by no one but a maid- 
man. No matter how diverse in character 
her successors may be, none of them could 
be so blind to the traditions crystallized 
during her 50 years of rule as to hope to re- 
trieve even the semblance of personal rule, 
which kings in former times prized so dear- 
ly and relinguished so unwillingly. 

Citizens of the empire will nevertheless be 
always profoundly interested in those who 
are called to rule over them. Queen Vi 
toria has set a high staz.dard of royal virtues 
and the English people will accept anything 
lower with bad grace. Fortunately there 


seems no prospect that in our day or that of 
our children there will be any depreciation 
of the standard. In the lady who will lead 
the court of St. James in succession to her 
majesty the domestic graces will. shine with 
equal queenly lustre, and there is every 
reason for believing that when again the 
wheel of time shall call the gentle lady who 
was so recently made a wife to the eminence 
of the throne, we shall still be able to look 
there for the loftiest illustrations of home 
life and perfect womanliness. On the nup- 
tials of Thursday therefore the varied 
peoples of the empire metaphorically threw 
their handfuls of rice with the heartiest 
wishes for a long and happy union. 


A Terrible Tornado. 


On Thursday afternoon, the 6th inst., a 
most terrible tornado visited part of Iowa, 
causing great loss of life and property. The 
greatest destruction took place at the village 
of Pomeroy, in Calhoun county, a place of 
about 900 inhabitants, which was almost 
totally destroyed. The storm struck that 
place at about 7 o'clock in the evening; and 
in a few minutes the town was a complete 
wreck, Darkness followed quickly in the 
wake of the tornado, and those who escaped 
death and injury were compelled to grope 
their way among the ruined homes, guided 
slong by the cry of some poor unfortunate 
who was pinned under the falling timbers. 
Almost every light of any description what- 
soever was destroyed, and the people from 
Fort Dodge and the surrounding places who 
were the first to reach the scene failed to 
bring lanterns with them. The search for 
the victims, therefore, was necessarily slow 
until morning came. It was not till the 
first streak of light appeared in the east 
that the enormity of the disaster dawned 
upon the people. They looked where once 
a city stood and saw nothing but a timber- 
strewn prairie, Every residence to the 
south of the railroad tracks had disappeared 
and the spires of seven churches in the place 
that only a few hours béfore shot upward in 
the skies were nowhere to be seen, Dead 
horses, cows, cats, dogs, and chickens were 
scattered over the ground ; Is of human 
blood mingled with the SA every turn 
showing where some victim of the tornado 
had been tossed, 

A later despatch says that the causaltics 
were—53 killed, 75 fatally injured and 150 
with broken limbs cuts and bruises more or 
less severe, 

The town of Pomeroy is one complete 
wreck, ‘There is scarcely a house left stand- 
ing. About 15 acres of debris constitute 
now what was a thriving village, and 
splinters are all that remain, Pomeroy is 
part and parcel of the prairie, the death- 
dealing wind having left it barren and 
desolate. Scarcely a tree remains. Piles of 
broken timbers avd occasional pieces of 
furniture are all that can be found of what 
was once the largest buildings in the place. 
Two hundred and fifty houses were in all 
destroyed, and the money loss on these and 
their contents is placed at over $250,000, 

Special trains from all surrounding towns 
brought thousands who were ready to take 
part in the work of caring for the dead and 
wounded, Clothing, food and medicines 
were sent in large quantitics, and overy- 
thing done that was possible to care for the 
suffering, 

The same storm caused considerable loss 
of life in other plucos. At Fonda sixteon 
persons were killed and many injured, At 
Storm Lake seven or eight persons were 
killed, and a number injured, some fatally,

A World's Fair Horror. 


FROM 30 To 40 LIVES LOST BY THE BURNING 
OF THE COLD STOKAGK WARKHOUSE, i 


The destruction by fire of the cold storage 
Warohouse at the World's fair on Monday 
afternoon resulted in the death of nearly 40 
persona and threatened the destruction of | ! 
the White City, The structure was 250 
foot long, 150 feet wide and was constructed 
entirely of wood, cdvered over with staff, 
The main body of tho building was five 
atoreys high. Yaitheromtrelotithialroseitis 
smokestack in tho shape of a cupola, to the 
top of which was almont 200 feet. ‘The base 
of this cupola was about 30 feet square. 
About 80 feet from the base of this cupola 
there was a balcony, from which another 
apace tower rove, culminating in the mouth 
of the smokestack, where the fire was dis- 
covered, Tho interior of this tower and 
around the smokestack were wooden beams 
and framework, on which the staff covering 
was laid, It was at the tup of this cupola 
that the fire was discovered. It was sup- 
posed that the framework around the mouth 
of the huge chimney caught from a defect 
in the flue, 

At first it appeared to be an insigniticant 
affair, but, knowing the inflammable nature 
of thestructure, Fire Marshal Murphy who 
had charge of the fire department on the 
ground, sent in a call for all companies to 
turn ont, With about 40 of his men Cap- 
tain Fitzpatrick climbed the stationary 
ladders inside the tower to the balcony, and 
from there ropes were lowered to haul up 
the hose. Only one hose, that of a chemical 
engine, had been hauled up when a gust of 
wind caused the flames to break out in an 
alarming manner about ten feet from the top 
of the cupola. Meantime the fire had eaten 
its way down through the net work of 
timbers inside the structure, and, uncon- 
scious of their danger, the firemen were 
standing, as it were, on a shell of a burning 
volcano, ‘The fire had been burning scarcely 
twenty minutes, and the firemen were pull- 
ing and hauling at the ropes, when sudden- 
ly the flames burst out around the base of 
the cupola, 

So sudden and so furious was the ont- 
break, and so terrible was the spectacle, 
that for the moment the crowd stood there 
transfixed with horror. Strong men wrung 
their hands in a hysterical manner, and 
scores of women fainted. All alike were 
powerless to aid the unfortunate men im- 
prisoned on the balcony, 150 feet from the 
ground, 

All the ropes save one on the north side 
of the tower were burned away in an instant, 
The men were thus cut off from all means of

Considerable excitement was caused in 
Campbollford one night lately by an attempt 
of one Abraham Wilson to shoot his son and 
daughter.

useful to metals.” The unpromising pros 
nect, however, #002 began to brighten. 
mmediately after the revival of lead and 
copper mining, which took place about 1692 
—having probably been more or less in 
abeyance since the interruptions caused by 
the civil wars—these ores came to be smelt- 
ed with coal, 

The extraction of silver from lead with 
coal was accomplished by a Mr, Lydal in 
1697 and the same individual appears to 
have been the first to successfully employ 
coal in the smelting of tin in 1705, The iron 
ores proved more refractory, no substantial 
and permanent success in smelting them 
with coal being obtained till near the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century, when the 
manufacture of charcoal iron had dwindled 
to very small proportions—in fact, was dy- 
ing out for want of fuel. It then at length 
became an accomplished fact at Coalbrook- 
dale Iron Works in Shropshire. The success 
was ut first ascribed to the Shropshire coal, 
but probably the employment of a strong 
blast had a great deal to do with it, From 
this the coal became the life of the iron 
manufacture, (Contemporary Review.

About the Hair. 


Beautiful hair requires constant care and 
all hair is beautiful when well cared for, 
Brushes used should have long, soft bristles 
that go through the hair, taking with them 
every particle of dust and should be very 
clean. The comb should be coarse but if the 
hair is well brushed it is rarely needed. 

Taking the hair down and braiding it 
gently at night, savesand rests it, besides 
keeping it in a better condition. Coarse 
hairpins, that are sharp-pointed or rough, 
ruin the most beautiful hair, Small pins of 
tortoise shell or amber are the best to use. 
Avoid stiff, rough or wiry pins. 

Good taste leads in the arrangement of 
the hair and the tall slender woman, with 
classical features does not adopt the same 
mode of crrangement, as the piquant beauty 
with short face and fluffy, golden curls.

From Blandford, Maus, there camo a re 
ynarkable story the other day telling how 
man after boing placed in his coffin for dead, 
showed strange signa of life and how his rola 
tivon watched the body all night until there 
remainod no doubt that he wae dead, The 
mon—hia namo was John Knox—had died of 
Aa thoy were about to close 
tho coffin it was noticod that tho glaya plate 
above his hoad was covered with a slight 
moisture, Upon removing this plate hia face 
wan found to be moist 

A physician immediately examined tho 
body, but declared that lifo was extinct, 
The coffin was about to be lowered into 
the grave, whon the relatives ploaded that 
it be » to tho church and left thore over 
night. Throughout that night thore was 
hevora momont whon some eyo did not 
ront upon the casket. There were no signa 
of dissolution, and at daybreak the faco pre 
ented w singularly life-like appearan 
Tho checks wore red and soomed to bolong 
ton man in the full bloom of health, At 
noon, howevor, the signs of dissolution sud 
donly became marked and the body was 
buried with the full consent of the family. 

This story, a4 it was oublished, did not 
tell what tests the physicians used to deter. 
mine whether life was oxtinct or not, 
There are many poople in the world who 
often allow their mind to dwell upon the 
foar or the horror of boing buried alive, It 
is not often that thero arises a doubt as to 
whother life is extinct or not, but neverthe- 
less physicians have given tho matter con- 
siderable study, and, strange to say, thoy 
have nov yet devised a single teat which 
will ath aks and surely prove that a 
person is alive or dead, 

During &® groat plague in southorn Ger- 
many in the last century people died like 
sheep, and in the oxcitement and tho 
struggle for safety among those that sur- 
vived but little attention could be given to 
any person Who had reached that stage of 
tho disease where unconsciousness wot in, 
When they reached that, point they were 
quickly buried, Unconsciousness invariably 
meant death, but as it happonod in several 
instances that patients under careful nura* 
ing had recovered oven from this last stage, 
a great dread sprond itself over the land 
that people were being buried alive. This 
created so much excitement that the au- 
thorities deemed it advisable to allay these 
fears as well as thoy could, They went 
about ib thus : 


As soon a8 A person was supposed to be 
dead he was carried into a building provid: 
ed for that purpose and placed in an open 
coffin, Cords were then tied to his head, 
hands, and feet, and made fast at the other 
end to a bell rope, The bell was so balanced 
that the slightest, the most imperceptible 
movement of a muscle would make it ring 
loud, This at once allayed the excitement 
that prevailed, and when once the bell 
actually rang and the supposed corpse re- 
turned to life, it was believed that a sure 
means of avoiding that awful terror had 
been devised. 

In latter years, however, physicians have 
been searching tor a test that could be ap- 
plicd at onse and would determine in a few 
minutes whether death has set in or not. 
Although it was found that a combination 
of tests invariably settled all doubt, they 
could not find one that would do it quickly 
simply and alone, 

Some time agoa French physician sub- 
mitted to the French Academy of Medicine 
what he called a “‘diaphanous” test of death. 
This test was to hold the hand ofa supposed 
dead person before a strong artificial light, 
with the fingers extended and just touching 
eavh other. 

The physician’s theory was that if there 
be ascarlet line of light in the narrow 
spaces where the fingers vome short of 
touching, there must be circulation of the 
blood and therefore evidence of vital action, 
while if there be no illumination the ciren- 
Jation has ceased aud death has occurred. 
The French Academy was so impressed by 
the value of tlris tost that it awarded a 
prize to the discoverer, © 


Now an English physician comes and 
shows that this test is not one whit more 
reliable or certain than any of those that 
have been in use a thousand years and have 
not proved to be perfectly satisfactory, In 
the June Lancet Dr, Edwin Haward, in a 
paper on ** The Proper Value of the Dia- 
pannoug Test of Death,” describes the fol- 
owing remarkable case : 


T was called in January last to visit a 
lady, 78 years of age, suffering from chronic 
bronchitis. She had often suffered -from 
similar attacks during a period of twonty- 
five years. Tho present attack was very 
severe, and, as sho wns obviously in a state 
of senile decrepitude, her symptoms natur- 
ally gave rise to considerable anxiety. 
Nevertheless she rallied and improved so 
much that, after a few days, my attendance 
was no longer required, 

Theard nothing more of this lady until 
Veb. 6a period of three weeks—when I 
was Summoned surly in the morning to see 
her immediately. The messenger told me 
that she had retired to bed in the usual 
way and had apparently died in the night, 
but that she looked so lifelike there was 
great doubt whether death had actually 
taken place. Within halfan hour I was by 
her bedside ; there was no sign of breath: 
ing, or pulse, or of heartbeat, and the hands 
slightly flexed, were rather rigid, but the 
countenance looked like that of a living 
person, the eyes being open and lifelike,

If life is oxtinet the 
finger will not change its color and nothing 
now will be visible, If, however, there is 
still circulation, even though imperceptible, 
the end of the finger will become red and 
slightly awollen, 

Another test is to apply leeches to tho 
body. It ia held by tho advocates of this 
toa’ that leeohew will draw blood from a 
corpse, but will quickly release their hold. 
Sull anothor teat is to produce a blister by 
means of heat, If the porson is alive, the 
blister will be filled with water ; if death 
has occurred it will contain ouly air, 

But all these tests oaumerated he

THE FEAR OF SNAKES. 


Why Many Children ant 
Persons Dislike 

There aro many authenticated instances 
of children becoming attached to snakes and 
making peta of them, The solution of a 
question of this kind is sometimes to be 
found in the childemind, My experience is 
that when young children see this creature 
ita strange appearance and manner of pro- 
frreasion, so unlike those of other animala 
known to them, affect thom with amaze- 
ment and a sense of mystery, and that they 
fear if, justas-they would fearany other 
strange thing. Monkeys are doubtless af- 
fectod in much-the same way, although in a 
state of nature, where they inhabit forests 
abounding with the larger constrictors and 
Yonomous tree-snakes, it is highly prob. 
able that they also possess a traditional 
fear of the serpent form, It would be

strange if they did not. The experiment 
of presenting & caged monkey with a serpent 
carefully wrapped up in a newspaper, and 
watohing his behayior when he gravely 
opens the pareel, expecting to find nothing 
more wonderful than the familiar sponge- 
cake or succulent banana—well, such an ex: 
periment has been recorded in half o hun- 
dred important scientific works, and out of 
respect’ to one’s masters one ought to 
endeavor not to smile when reading it. A 
third view might be taken which would 
account for our feeling towards the serpent 
without either instinct or tradition. [x- 
treme fear of all ophidians might simply 
result from a vague knowledge of the fact 
thatsome kinds are venomous; that, in some 
rare cases, death follows swiftly on their 
bite ; and that not being sufliciently intelli- 
gent to distinguish the noxious from the in- 
nacuous—at all events while under the 
domination of a sudden violent emotion— 
we destroy them all alike, thus adopting 
Herod’s rough and ready method of ridding 
his city of one inconvenient babe by a 
general slaughter of innocents. 

It might be objected that in Europe, 
where animosity to the serpent is greatest, 
death from snake-bite is hardly to be fear- 
ed; that Fontana’s 6,000 experiments with 
the viper, showing how smallis the amount 
of venom possessed by this species, how 
rarely iv has the power to destroy human 
life, have been before the world for a ctn- 
tury. And although it must be admitted 
that Fontana’s work isnotin thehandofevery 
peasant, the fact remains that death from 
snake-bite is a rare thing in Hurope, prob- 
ably not more than one person losing his 
life from this cause for every two hundred 
and fifty who perish by hydrophobia, of all 
forms of death the most terrible, Yet 
while the sight of a snake excites in a ma- 
jority ot persons the most violont emotions, 
dogs are universes! fayorities, and we have 
them always with us, and make pets of them 
in spite of the knowledge» that they 
may at any’ time become rabid and ine 
flict that unspeakably dreadful suffering 
and destruction on us, This leads to 
the following question: Is it not at 
least probable that our excessive fear of 
the serpent, so unworthy of us as ra 
tional beings, and the cause of so much 
unnecessary cruelty, is, partly, at all 
events, & result of our suporstitious fear of 
sudden death ? For there exists, we know 
An exceedingly widespread delusion that 
tho bite of a venomous serpent must kill, 
and kill quickly, Compared with such 
ophidian monarchs as the bu master, fer- 
do-lance, amadryad, and tic-polonga, the 
viper of Hurope—the poor viper of many 
experiments and much (not too readable) 
literature—may be regarded as almost 
harmless—at all events, not more harmful 
than the hornet, Nevertheleas, in thia coll, 
northern world, even as in other worlds 
where nature elaborates more potent juices, 
the delusion prevails, and may bo taken in 
account here, although ita origin cannot now 
be disoussed, 

For my own part I am inclined to bo! 
that we regard serpents with a destructive 
hatrod purely and simply because we are so 
taught from childhood, A tradition may 
be nanded down without writing, or even 
articulate specch. We have not.altogethor 
ceased sto he ‘lower animals” ourselves, 
Show a child by your gestures and notions 
that a thing is fearful to you, and he will 
foar it ; that you hate it, and he will cateh 
your hatred,

Rumours of War. 


For « considerable longth of time pant 
affuira in Kucope have boon very quiet, with 
no indications of anything to disturb the 
peace ; but during the past week or two 
trouble avema to be looming up in an unex- 
pected guartor. ‘The Fronch some years ago 
congiored a portion of southern China, nd 
joining Siam, on the other sido of which is 
Britivh Burmah,—Siam thus lying betweon 
the two as a sort of “buffer” atate, Late 
ly France has taken offenco at some real or 
imaginary wrongn of the Siamese govern 
it, and bas all but declared war on Siam, 
and demauds a large slice of Siamese torri- 
tory. 

The French interests and commerce with 
that country are comparatively small, while 
the British trade represents eome fifteen mill- 
ions yearly, Tho British nation therefore 
does not feel inclined to keep quiet and see 
France gobble up the Siameso, there appear 
ing to be great injutice in the French claims, 
the Siamese government offering all reason- 
able compensation for the imagined or real 
injuries of the French, France has ordered 
a blockade of the coasts of Siam, 

The situation is looked upon aa critical. 
A London despatch saya:—The Franco- 
Siamese complications bave been the one ab- 
sorbing topic in tho lobbies of the House of 
Commons daily, The situation is regarded 
with apprehension by all parties, and the 
last news from Bangkok and Paris is read 
with much anxiety and eagerness, On all 
sides regret is expressed that the British 
warships in Siamese waters were not re- 
enforced a month ago as the British interests 
in Siam outnumber the French 100 to 1, 
On Monday a council of Ministers was sum- 
moued at the instance of Lord Rosebery, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to 
meet in the Prime Minister's room of the

The New York ‘ Herald’s’ London cable- 
gram says: ‘ The territorial claims of France 
are vot limited to the region 150 miles wide 
and 350 miles long, whabited by tribes 
which Siam has ruled but nominally and 
explored only by French travellers, They 
extend over an enormous piece of Siam 
proper, and if granted, will separate Siam 
from China and bring French and British 
possessions in Agia into immediate conjanc- 
tion, The Siamese territory which France 
demands simply because she covets it is one 
of the most fertile and advanced districts of 
Siam. The surrender of it to the French 
would annibilate a large British trade, 
Neither England nor China is likely to re- 
main passive in case France persists in her 
paclea ya to exact this unpledged pound of 
flesh. 

At present it looks as if France must 
modify her demands, or else be prepared to 
risk a war, which, although it may start in 
the distant East, would soon set all Europe 
ablaze. 


A Year of Tornadoes. 


By a special bulletin issued from the 
weather bureau at Washington it is shown 
that this has been an exceptional year for 
tornadoes, as many as 117 persons having 
been killed and over $1,500,000 worth of 
property destroyed. In the greater number 
of these cases the weather bureau has given 
warping from 12 to 24 hours io advance, 
and in the case of the Iowa tornado mes- 
sages were sent the preceding night to 
every weather bureau section in the State 
stating that severe local storms were likely 
to occur in lowa, These were disseminated 
as widely as possible throughout the state 
by telephone avd telegraph during the day, 
and people within reach of these agencies 
were cautioned to be on their guard.

What to doin Emergencies. 

When an accident happens, there is too 
often valuable time lost in frantic rushing 
hithor and thither, or in hasty application 
of unsuitable remedios that do more harm 
than good, A little solf-possossion and the 
exorcise ofacertain amount ofcommon sense, 
will onable one to be of the greatest use 
at such times, Gnd perhaps even the means 
of saving life itself. 

Every household should have a store of 
simple remedies, and also antidotes for 
some of the more common kinds of poisons. 
They should be kept where they are easily 
accessible,—and in a placo well known to 
each momber of the family, 

In very severe cases of burns or scalda, 
the nervous system ia so proatrated by the 
shock there is often leas suffering than 
when the injury is slighter. The pulse 
will be small and quick, and o stimulant 
should be administered without waiting for 
the doctor, 

Tho whole theory of dressing is to exclude 
the air. The more offectually. this is done, 
the greater will be the relief afforded. 
When only a small surface is injured, an 
artificial skin may be formed with flexible 
collodion ; or if that is not at land, com- 
mon mucilage or gum arabie disolved in 
warm water will answer, As one layer dries, 
another atioulg be painted over it. 

An excellent romedy for burns and scalds 
is a mixture of lime-water and sweet or lin- 
seed oil in equal parts, Another excellent 
one is bicarbonate of soda, The common 
kind used for cooking purposes may be em- 
ployed. A thick layer should be spread 
over the part, and covered with a light wet 
bandage, keeping it moist and renewing it 
when necessary. 

When the clothing takes fire, it is well if 
the victim have presence of mind to stand 
perfectly still. Motion fans the flame, and 
causes it to burn more quickly. He may 
throw himself on the floor and roll over and 
over, but never move from place to place 
seeking help. A woolen shawl, a piece of 
carpet, ora rug may be wrapped tightly 
around the person, not covering the face, 
and if there is time to wetit, so much the 
better ; but there is not an instant to lose, 
particularly if the clothing is cotton. The 
great object is to prevent the flames from 
getting down the throat and the chest from 
being burned.

Hibernating Fish. 


A great many of our well-known fishes do 
not move from Christmas to Faster, and 
often fora much longer period. I paid a 
visit to the chief Canadian fsh hatchery, 
which is under the superintendence of Mr. 
Wilmot, at Newcastle, Ontario, carly in 
December. In some of the tanks were 
carp and ip others were eels. One large eel 
was in the form of a letter S, and posed 
midway in the water, 

When [returned to Neweastle early in 
March the ee) had not changed its place or 
its form, and Mr, Wilmot assured me that 
ithad not moved iu all that time. The 
carp tnt close to the bottom of the tanks 
and did not move either. 


Unless they are disturbed I doube if some 
of these hibernating fishes move so much as 
afin during the winter. A frog will re- 
main four months, looking apparently into 
the heavens with wide-open eyes: without 
once moving them or any other portion of 
his body, At the New York Hospital they 
related to me 4 curious occurrence bearing 
on the hibernation of fishes, In the con- 
servatory, ih the upper part of the building, 
they had s al glass jars in which there 
were goldfish, which is a species of carp, 

One morning the caretaker found a jar 
broken and the water frozen through, the 
fish, of course, being as rigid as ice. The 
lump was taken away and thrown into 
old rubbish-barvel, where ijt remained sov- 
eral weeks, One March day the sun was 
unusnally strong and it split the cylinder of 
ice, and what was the astonishment of the 
caretaker to see the tail of a fish wriggling 
out of apart of the broken block, The 
actual freezing had aot killed the fish, which 
was removed to another tank, where it 
swims about as ifnothing had befallen it, —

Proceeding westward from the Irish const

A postal card which has been to Europe 
and come back has just been turned in at 
the post office department in Washin ton, 
to give the officials there a chance of dis- 
covering who is responsible for its long de- 
lay in transmission. It was mailed in 
Washington late in December, 1881, ad- 
dressed to a bookseller in London, direct- 
ing him to send to the writer a large num- 
ber of books which were even then autii- 
ciently rare not to be readily accessible in 
this country, The card reached its destin- 
ation late in May, 1892, The booksoller, 
apparently without noticing the diaparity 
between the date written on tho card and 
the date of receipt, filled the ordér, after 
taking time to hunt up the books, which in 
the course of the ton years’ interval, had 
grown still rarer. The surprise of the 
author of the card may be imagined when, 
so long after having concluded that the 
dealer could not fill his order, he suddenly 


upon him from the postoitice, 
it charged the doaler Pith nogleot, the 
date on the card appears to have been ex- 
amined for the first time ; bus it was plead+ 
ed that a dealer would bo juatified in fillin, 
such an order in spite of the antiquity ol 
the written date, because he wou id have 
aright to assume thit his customer had 
himself beon careless about dating the card, 
aslip of the pon making 1891 read 1881. 
Tho New York Lvoning post thinks that 
the card must have got into the old post- 
office in Washington, boon postmarked and
